his wife, Beverly, has been 
living while he was in Viet 
Nam. Froiu there he will go 
to Fort Carson, Colo. He still 
has III months to serve in the 
Army; 

The day a soldier returns 
from" Viet Nam is always a 
day of rejoicing for both he 
and his family. For Bill, there 
was an extra thrill. He saw 
bis 0-month old son, Michael 
David, for the first time. 
Michael was born 3 months 
after he left for Vict Nam. 
. Bill, his wife and son visit- 
ed Bill's mother, Mrs; Violet 
Dunfrund, . mid his grandpar- 
ents, Mr, and "Mrs." A. II.

Lake County Superintend- 
ent of Schools W. C. : Petty 
said he felt "this was the 
most important election ever 
held in Lake County", and 
said he was highly pleased 
with the result of the elec- 
tion;

Tho Congressional pace ap- 
pears to slacken with eacli 
passing year. This is certain- 
ly true in. 1967 if the pace of 
Congress is measured, by com- 
pleted 'action or major legis- 
lation. 

The President' and fiis Sen- 
ate Majority Leader; - Mike* 
Mansfield, . ha vp\ outlined an 
ambitious program of^.ncw 
and revised laws. Rut; so 
tar. the .results must seem 
disappointing. . After -the- In-, 
dependence Day ''recess in 
July, Senator Mansfield. nam- 
ed 52 hill which he de- 
scribed as "must" legislation.. 
To date, only 10 or these bills 
have' cleared both the House 
and Senate. 

Such key measures as' fa) 
poverty, (b) Congressional re- 
form. .(c) anti-crime legisla-- 
lion, (d) foreign aid. <e) model 
cities, (f) food 'stamps, (g) 
East-West trade, (h) Federal 
pay raises, arid a myriad of 
other bills which the Admin- 
istration has "promi^edY* are 
still adrift in the Halls of 
Congress with no-apparent 
plan to guide the measures 
safely ashore. 

In all fairness, il must bo 
stated that a number of un- 
stated that a number of 
unanticipated ' developments 
have slowed the - Congress' 
ability to enact new laws. The 
Adam Clayton Powell and 
Senator-Thomas Dpdd scan- 
dals have consumed many 
weeks of valuable' legislative 
time. The railroad strike, 
the increase of the debt limit, 
the repeal of the compulsory, 
campaign fund measure and 
some other legislation also 
eomsumed a considerable 
period. However, none of 
these situations -resulted in 
the enactment of bills on 'the 
Administration's a g e n d a. 
Riots in the streets an dahti- 
Vietnam demonstrations also 
diverted the attention of the 
Congress from he •Adminis- 
tration's list of "must" bills. 
The riots arid flag burning in- 
cidents prompted the House 
of ' Representatives "to pass 
such measures as the anti- 
riot and flag desecration bills. 
However, these are. measures 
to which the Administration 
is opposed. 

. It would be most unfair to 
blame the' legislative slow- 
down . on ■ the Republicans. 
The Powell and Dodd cases 
involved Democrats, as did 
repeal of the Presidential 
campaign fund bill. This 
latter action was sponsored 
by .the Senate . Democratic 
Whip, Russell Long of Louis- 
i ana — who filibustered f or 
"three week's^ """ ~.

(State Senator Paul Simon 
of Troy, Illinois, former news- 
paper publisher and author 
of four, books, recently -re- 
turned from a trip through 
the Middle. East" and Europe.. 
The ' following is one of the 
stories he has written of his 
experiences.) 

• If you wont to visit Israel, 
you could hardly pick a more 
fascinating time than now. 
There is a buoyancy in the 
air which comes to those 
who are threatened, expect 
the worse, and- experience an 
unexpected victory. 

■ . The mood of Israel prior 
to the Six Days- War .is per- 
haps best illustrated by. the 
physician Who told mc< he 
had many requests for pre- 
scriptions of \ poison from 
mothers who asked it for 
themselves and their fam- 
ilies, in tiie event of an Arab 
victory. Whether .well-found- 
ed or not, they expected the 
worst if the. Arabs won, and 
did not want to -repeat their 
experiences under the Nazis. 
So the victory meant that 
ihe quickly built trenches of 
defense, seen all over Israel, 
were nut used; that casual- 
ties were lighter than anyone 
hoped for, and the nation 
breathes more easily — at 
least temporarily. ' 

The hope among the Israeli 
leaders is 'that the- Arab na- 
tions will recognize Israel's 
existence as a nation. If that 
-can happen,. Israel is not only 
willing but eager to settle 
the questjons of payments to 
the refugees and help in their 
^esdtletnent.—IsrniU Jieliey.es. 
that if she and the Arab 
countries could sit down and 
discuss their mutual, prob- 
lems—water among the ma- 
jor . ones— these could , be 
solved. 

.This was my third visit to 
Israel'.. On the other occa- 
sions 1 also visited her Arab 
neighbors but that is still not 
recommended for Americans 
at this pointv4Jiough I would 
guess this will change soon. 
From' what I sense of the 
situation in Israel, and from 
earlier talks with Arab lead- 
ers, the real key to any kind 
of reconciliation rests with 
President Nasser of Egypt. 
I have reason to believe — 



despite their public state- 
ments — that both Lebanon 
and Jordan would be willing 
to make peace with Israel. 
Both have much to gain by 
doing so. 

But in each country there 
is fear of taking the., lead. be- 
cause of the. sizeable internal 
refugee population. Lebanon 
and Jordan can follow on this 
issue, but .their governments 
would. probably topple quick- 
ly if they took the lead. 

Nasser is the only Arab 
leader of sufficient- personal 
strength to be able to get on 
Radio Cairo and make a state- 
ment denouncing Israel (to 
satisfy his past position) and 
then adding, "But we have 
to be realistic in. this* situa- 
tion., The only way we can 
get our territory back, get 
the Suez canal open, and get 
Egypt moving ahead is to 
recognize the realities of the 
present situation." He would 
then tell his nation-, that he 
has reluctantly entered into 
negotiations with Israel. 

Lebanon and Jordan could 
then follow. Israel's other 
neighbor, Syria, might not 
follow at the present time, 
but is not that important in 
the present scheme of things. 
Other Arab nations such as 
Tunisia would quickly follow 
Egypt's lead in recognition. 

If something of this na- 
ture does not eventually take 
place — and it is not likely 
to lake place soon — then" the 
Middle East will remain a. 
festering sore on the inter- 
national scene. 

The -recognition by Egypt 
and other Arab nations 
.would p robably follo w only 
after pressure exerted - liy 
both the United States and 
the Soviet Union, -and there 
is some evidence to suggest 
that the Soviet Union would 
be willing to join us in this. 
They are unhappy with pick- 
ing up the tab for a losing 
cause in the Middle East and 
are aware that an explosion 
anywhere in the world today 
could become impossible to 
stop. 

However,, any such movo 
by Egypt and the Arab na- 
tions is probably at least two 
years off. In the meantime, 
.hopefully, they will prepare 
their people, for such an 
eventuality.

Approval of the $1 billion 
bond issue to fight pollution 
and develop natural resourc- 
es in Illinois was strongly 
urged by Michael J. .Howlett, 
state Auditor of Public- Ac- 
counts, in a speech to the Illi- 
nois Assoeiation_of_Sanjtaiy 
Districts last week. 

Addressing the association's 
annual-banquet in the Pheas- 
ant Run Lodge; Howlett said 
the bond issue referendum is 
as important as uny other de- 
cision the people will make 
at the ^November, 1968 Presi- 
dential *election; "TT — I — 
../frh 'e Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act of 1965 has 
energized a movement for 
clean, streams beyond the 
standard's Ave have' put up 
With until'-now," said How- 
lett. "Throughout Illinois, 
up and down every " stream, 
jthere is : a public demand for 
clean watery. 

"We don't want Lake Mich- 
igan to become a dead lake, 
like Lake Erie. But more 
than that, we want every 
river and creek to be clean. 
We want sewage treated, and 
industrial waste treated, so 
the same water can be used 
over and over, and be as 
clejm when put back : as _ .when 
it was taken. - 

"All this is going to cost 
money, something almost as 
precious as water. * We hope 
the money will be voted by 
the electors. But if it is or 
it isn't, there is no question 
We are going to spend more 
for clean water and control 
of - pollution. If . it doesn't 
come in from a bond issue, 
we will have to find another 
source, because the work 
must be done." 
• Howlett said, the Techni- 
cal Advisory Committee on 
Water Resources, which de- 
veloped ov. Kerner's plan, 
lias estimated, it will take 
more than $200 million 'a 
year by -I960 and more than 
$480 million by 2020 to pro- 
vide treatment, sewers, storm 
sewer separations adn sewer 
replacement in Illinois. 

As the expenditure for 
clean water and air continues 
to grow, he said, it will be 
Increasingly— important — for- 
sahitary districts to cooper- 
ate with the new Public 
Moneys Accounting Law, en-

Under one major provi- 
sion, veterans of the Viet- 
Nam era, which began Aug. 
5, 1954, -will receive compen- 
sation for disabilities at full 
wartime rates and will quali- 
fy for nonservice - connected 
pensions on the same basis as 
older veterans. Their wid- 
ows and children become 
eligible for nonservice-con,- 
nected death benefits. 

While this provision be- 
comes effective October 1, 
an allowance of . $250 for 
burial, and funeral expensed 
of deceased individuals^ >vho 
served in the Viet-Nam era 
became effective immediate- 
ly the bill was signed. 

Under the law, certain of 
the major— provisions-effec- 
tive October 1 apply to all 
qualified veterans who serv- 
ed' after January 31, 1955. 
These include: 

... Educational assistance 
allowances for full - time 
courses have been increased 
from $100 to $130 a month 
for a single veteran, from 
$125 to $155. for a veteran 
with one dependent, and 
from $150 to $175 for two 
dependents with an ' addi- 



month for the single veteran 
to $145 a month where there 
are two dependents, plus an 
additionaly $7 a month for 
each additional dependent. 

I . . Ninety per cent of .the 
established charge for flight 
training is provided for vet- 
erans with a private pilot li- 
cense (or the equivalent in 
flight training hours) who 
can pass the physical exam- 
ination for a commercial 
pilot's license.

— Statutory. awards of $47 
a month, with other com- 
pensation, have been going to 
certain disabled veterans who 
have service-connected dis- 
abilities involving the loss of 
a hand, foot, eye, creative 
organ, or both buttocks, or 
bave sustained deafness in 
both ears or lost the power 
Of speech. Only one of 
these statutory awards could 
be paid under the old law; 
the new law authorizes pay- 
ment of an additional statu- 
tory award for each of these 
conditions, not to exceed a 
total of $400 a month. 

—Veterans entitled to pen- 
sion, based on the need for 
regular "aid and attendance" 
will be authorized for thera- 
peutic or rehabilitative de- 
vices, medical equipment or 
supplies, when medically in- 
dicated; These veterans, and 
those* receiving aid and at- 
tendance compensation for 
service-connected disabilities, 
will-also be^ furnished - drugs 
and medicines.
